ADL Had To Start Public Relations 


For Israel In U.S., Says Official

watmOCK ISLAND, Iil.—-The Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith 


is concentrating its efforts to “sell” Israel to the American non-Jewish 
community because “the Israeli public relations program in the 
U. S. is terribly weak,” it was asserted here last week. 

Stanley S. Jacobs, ADL speakers bureau director, told 100 per- 
gons at a joint B’nai B’rith men’s and women’s meeting that the 
task of promoting an effective public relations program for the 
Government of Israel in the U. S. had been thrust upon the ADL 
pecause of that weakness. 

He mildly criticized the Israeli Government for not having 
such a program in operation at the present time and proposed 
that a bureau of public information be established immediately. 

He said the ADL had been chiefly responsible for contacting 
the Catholic press following recent false reports circulated in the 
U. S. that Israeli troops had wilfully damaged and destroyed holy 
‘places in Jerusalem. 

This was the first public indication that the ADL was in the 
field in which the American Jewish Committee, another defense 
erganization which has a working agreement with the ADL, had 
already entered on a large scale. 

Plans for efforts to counteract a flood of reports of vandalism 
by Israeli troops were discussed at the third annual meeting of the 
Joint Defense Appeal in Cleveland last November. 

It was decided at that time that the AJCommittee would under- 
take the work of dealing with the anti-Israeli propaganda and the 
AJCommittee promptly started distribution of an official denial of 
guch charges.

ALL DPs; SOME SENT TO JAIL

NEW YORK--Lt. Col. Jerry M. Sage of the civil affairs division 
of the U. S. Army in Europe, told the second annual meeting of 
United Service for New Americans that the U. S. has undertaken a 
“tremendous screening” program of DPs coming to the U. S. under 


the 1948 Refugee Act. 

He said the program was de- 
Signed to eliminate voluntary 
members of the Nazi party or 
active collaborators from reach- 
ing the U. S. as DPs. 

He revealed that an Army 
survey of DP enters in the 
U. S. zone of Germany had 
shown that 10 per cent of the 
total DP population in 1948 
was affected by Nazi ideology. 
He said that all of them were 
removed from the camps and 
many sent to jail.

The 
next morning the ZOA called a 
breakfast meeting of N. Y. lead- 
ers to make plans for a fight 
against Montor at the Atlantic 
City UJA national conference 
this week. 

The JDC announced it was re- 
juctant on entering a joint cam- 
paign with the UJA if Montor 
was not in the drive. 

It was also reported that the 
Jewish Agency executive in Is- 
rael sent a wire, asking for Mor- 
genthau’s return and warning 
that the issues were grave, in an 
appeal for a united fund-raising 
effort. The Jewish Agency told 
the American section to accept 
the Morgenthau-Montor proposal. 

There was a strong feeling in 
New York that Morgenthau 
would be chairman again and 
that Montor would be working 
with him. It also was generally 
believed that the UJA national 
conference would pick $250,000,- 
000 as the 1949 quota, the same 
as last year when $150,000,000 
was raised. 

The COC called a special meet- 
ing Wednesday to consider the 
situation. 

Bernard Flies To U. S. 

In a dramatic move, the World 
Zionist executive sent Dr. Ber- 
nard Joseph, Israeli military gov- 
ernor of Jerusalem, by plane to 
the U. S. to attend the UPA meet- 
ing here. 

Joseph made a plea for peace 
and an urgent reminder to all 
factions that the funds are des- 
perately needed. 

At this point, Dr. Silver re-

Louis Lipsky, veteran Zionist 
and leader of the Committee for 
Progressive Zionism, offered a 
motion to accept the Montor pro- 
vision of Morgenthau’s proposal 
if Montor would retract his letter 
in which he accused the Silver.

Rabbi Irving Miller, chairman 
of the ZOA administrative couns 
cil, offered a counter-motion to 
appoint a committee to discuss 
all issues but rejecting Montor, 
regardless of apologies. 

This motion was accepted 16 to 
il and Silver was suggested as 
head of the UJA but no formal 
motion to that effect was made. 

The CPZ, the formal internal 
opposition to the Silver-Neumann 
leadership, said it was amazed at 
the ZOA'’s “defiance of Israel and 
of the World Zionist executive.” 

Bow Only To Pressure 

Lipsky predicted that the ZOA 
would bow only to overwhelming 
pressure at the Atlantic City 
UJA conference and called the 
ZOA insistence on fund-control 
“appalling.” 

The latest flareup caused the 
CPZ to postpone a meeting at 
which it was to have selected

Voss Says Britain Won't Fight Israel; 
Raps Council For Anti-Zionist Battle

INDIANAPOLIS— (NJP)—Great Britain would not dare an attempt to eripple Israel directly by 
use of military force, a noted Christian Zionist asserted this week in an analysis of England’s mar- 


shalling of military force in the 


Mediterranean. 


Carl Hermann Voss, blonde, blue-eyed chairman of the executive council of the American Chris- 


tian Palestine committee, said in an exclusive interview that En 


United States and to dependent 
on the U. S. to so openly flout 
American sympathies for Israel. 

“I don’t see how they could get 
away with it,” the husky Congre- 
gationalist minister said. “Any- 
way, they don’t have to do any- 
thing that drastic. They are still 
supplying the Arabs with arms.” 

Voss also told The Post that: 

1. He can’t see the argument 
that the United Nations has no 
police force and that 
aS a consequence, the 
United States had to 
look for compromises 
with partition when the 
Arabs announced defiance to the 
partition decision. 

2. He disagrees with Richard 
Crossman, liberal British M.P., 
that England’s imperial interests 
are so compelling that regard- 
less of other considerations, she 
must follow an all-out pro-Arab 
policy in Palestine. 

3. It is the duty of every U. S. 
and all other Jews to support 
Israel’s struggle for freedom and 
justice. 

4. The Anti-Zionist American 
Council for Judaism represents 
a terrified collection of “reluc- 
tant” Jews who have done great 
damage to the cause of peace 
and justice for Jews in and out- 
side of Israel. 

Voss scored the contentions of 
observers who have argued that 
the U. S. was forced to try such 
schemes as trusteeship because 
the UN lacked military power to 
back its decisions. 

“Did the UN have more of a 
police force when it forced the 
Russians to withdraw from 
Aizerbaijan?” he asked. “And I 
hope no one will argue that the 
Arabs are a mightier power than 
the Soviets.” 

He said ne was convinced that 
were it not for British chicanery 
aided by pro-British and pro- 
Arab forces in our State Depart- 
ment,” the UN could have pre- 
vented the invasion of Palestine 
by the Arab states. 

He said he was amazed at 
the Council’s position that no 
dew should support Israel be- 
cause a few non-Jews might 
consider Jews guilty of dual 
loyalties. 

“In all my years in public life, 
I have found no basic sentiment 
in the Gentile world of that kind,” 
he said. 

“Where I have found it, it has 
been the product of the work of 
Anti-Zionist. Jews. 

“It is something to consider 
that Jews, inheritors of the deep- 
ly ethical tradition of the proph- 
ets of Israel, can fight Zionism 
and by so doing align themselves 
with the blackest forces of re- 
action in the modern world,” 
Voss said. 

Such Partners 

He said that in such a fight, 
anti-Zionist Jews were lining up 
wth “the revolting ex-Mufti of 
Jerusalem, with the double-deal- 
ing British Foreign office and 
with the feudal princes who pre- 
side over some of the most back- 
ward forces of our day. These 
are the allies of the anti-Zionist

“Britain is determined to de- 
fend those interests by fighting 
progress as represented by the 
Jewish State. It’s a losing fight 
because history is against Eng- 
land. The longer necesary social 
change is suppressed in the Mid- 
die East, the more violent the 
explosion is likely to be.” 

Barred From Palestine 

Voss was speaking from a re- 
ent extensive tour of Europe and 
the Middle East. He was barred 
from Palestine because of his 
devastating criticisms of British 
policy but he finally succeeded 
in getting a visa, 

He was in Palestine when the 
4,500 refugees arrived on the 
Haganah ship “Exodus 1947” and 
when they were deported, an 
act he described as the crowning 


example of British imperialist 
brutality. 
Voss said his disagreement 


with Crossman’s theory did not 
deny the pro-Arabism and hatred 
of Jews among policy-makers in 
the British foreign office or 
Ernest Bevin’s personal anti-Sem- 
itism, 

Voss said he felt all these fac- 
tor played some part in the 
“terrifying spectacle of socialism 
at home and black imperialism 
in Palestine.” 

“But in combination or singly, 
this is no justification for British 
policy,” he added,

last week and Federal officials disclosed they were searching for a 
ring of arms smugglers shipping war materials to the Arab states 


from this country, 


The planes were consigned by a mystery man to a company im 


East Africa. They were to have - 


been shipped aboard the Egyp- 
tian-flag vessel Mohammed Ali 
E] Kabir. 

The ship sailed without the 
planes after they were seized 
by federal officials who said 
they had reasons to believe that 
the planes were to have been 
diverted to Arab forces after 
the ship reached Egypt. 
Customs men slapped a deien- 

tion order on the planes in the 
Port Newark warehouse and Fed- 
eral Judge Thomas F, Meaney 
the next day signed a forfeit or- 
der in Newark, giving the planes 
to the U.S. Government, 

It was the first known case of 
any attempt to smuggle arms 
from the U.S. to the Arabs. 

The consigner was listed as John 
A. Romano of New York. The 
shipping papers listed the con- 
signee as the American Eastern 
Corp. at Jibiuti, capital of French 
Somaililand. 

Customs men. said they 
found no Romano at the ad- 
dress on the shipping papers. 
The American Eastern Corp. 
said from its N. Y. office that 
it had ordered no planes and 
had never heard of Romano. 
Federal agents said the investi- 

gation was proceeding but refus- 
ed to say whether anyone had 
been arrested im the case.

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Canada Jewry Did Not Drop Protest 
Rakhi Charges TIME Refused 
Correction On Oliver Twist Story 


TORONTO (NJP)—The Joint Publications Committee of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress and B’nai B'rith issued a statement this 
week bluntly labelling TIME and LIFE reports on the Canadian Jew- 
ish community’s stand on the British movie “Oliver Twist” as “mis- 
leading and, in crucial respects, totally false.” 


Rabbi Abraham L. Feinberg of 
Holy Blossom Temple, chairman 
of the committee, said he had de- 
cided to disclose the full report 
of the committee’s negotiations 
with the Luce magazines because 
“it is imperative that the facts 
be known, to prevent further ex- 
ploitation of the story published 
in the two magazines.” 

He said that since Toronto is 
the only large city in America 
where the film, target of charges 
that it is loaded with anti-Semi- 
tism, has been shown and that 
since TIME “apparently refuses 
to rectify its error,” his commit- 
tee wants to clear the record. Pro- 
tests stopped plans to show the 
film in the U.S. 


Rabbi Feinberg, in his report, 
said the controversy began when 
in its Oct. 4, 1948 issue TIME 
topped its cinema section with a 
report on the protest of American 
Jewry against the portrayal of 
Fagin in the J. Arthur Rank film. 

He said the article categorical- 
ly reported that the Toronto 
Jewish Congress “decided to 
drop the matter’ after calling 
on Rank representatives. The 
article quoted “one” as saying 
that “an Englishman has as 
much right to complain about 
Bill Sikes.” 


Some three weeks later, LIFE 
repeated the story, ascribing the 
Bill Sikes epigram to B’nai B’rith, 
Rabbi Feinberg said. 

No Congress 

He said the story obviously re- 
ferred to the Canadian Jewish 
Congress and B'nai B'rith, since 
there is no Toronto Jewish Con- 
gress. 

“The facts were,” he said, 
“that the movie was given a pri- 
vate screening Sept. 3 for the com- 


mittee, which immediately judg- 
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ed Fagin as an effectively-execu- 
ted, if unwitting, movie version of 
crude anti-Semitic propaganda.” 

The committee decided against 
2 public protest on the theory 
that “sensationalism would mere- 
ly lengthen the queues.” But 
Toronto had been selected for a 
premiere of the film. 

Rabbi Feinberg said that on 
Sept. 9, he informed Rank’s Ca- 
nadian branch, in advance, that a 
public statement of protest was 
being planned and an interview 
was arranged immediately. 

Charges Reversal 

Those present were Sidney 
Wynne, personal assistant to 
Rank, and Rabbi Feinberg, who 
made it plain that Canadian Jew- 
ty was opposed to the film. Wynne 
then suggested the parallel of the 
English and Bill Sikes. Rabbi 
Feinberg said he replied, “On the 
tontrary, Sikes evokes sympathy 
as a drunken, slum-bred irrespon- 
sible tool of his master, the dia- 
bolical Fagan.” The rabbi charged 
that TIME-LIFE reversed the 
Point of this conversation.

Letters, But Not His 

In the Oct. 18 issue of TIME, 
three letters appeared which ex- 
pressed resentment at the attempt 
of “minority” or “pressure” 
to bar the film. No other letters 
appeared. 

Three days later, in a telephone 
conversation, Brown informed 
Rabbi Feinberg that the letter had 
been turned over to the Letter 
Department in routine fashioin. 
Rabbi Feinberg said that the is- 
sue had international complica- 
tions, since showing of the film 
had been approved for the Ameri- 
can zone of Germany. 

He asked why TIME, which 
had published corrections of 
error in the past, was stalling 
on publishing a correction in 
this case. Then the rabbi re- 
ceived a specific promise that 
the Oct. 4 story would be recti- 
fied in the next issue.

LZOA Fund Bids For Histadrut 
Hit As Case Of Misleading Jews 


BROOKLYN—An attack on fund-raising in the U. S. for Labor 
institutions in Israel was made here this week by Seymour B. Lieb- 
man, editor of the Bulletin of the East Midwood Jewish Center. 

Liebman, discussing American fund-raising for Israel, warned 
that campaigns of the magnitude of the Unated Jewish Appeal could 


not long be continued. He said 
that local institutions feel “that 
they have subordinated their 
needs to overseas relief and that 
they have programs of their own 
which call for a reduction, if not 
cessation, in this siphoning off 
of American charitable dollars.” 

He asserted that the “multi- 
plicity of causes” in U. S. fund- 
appeals “will have people here 
a state of confusion, if not ex- 
haution.” 

He said that one source of 
the problem was that there 
was no impartial organization 
in American Israel to pass on 
which of the many causes were 
worthwhile and wifich were 
not, or to determine whether 
subtlety was being used to mis- 
lead donors. 

To illustrate his theme, Leib- 
man chose the current campaign 
for the Histadrut (general fed- 
eration of labor unions in Israel) 
in the U. S., which he said was 
seeking to raise $100,000,000. 

Its For a Few 

He said the Histadrut does not 
represent all Jews in Israel, that 
it appeals for funds for separate 
school systems and for the Ku- 
pat Holim, “a medical service not 
for the people at large but for its 
own members.” 

He then listed AMPAL, the 
American Palestine Trading 
Corp., which offers debenture 
bonds for investment purposes 





in Israel. 

“But AMPAL is not a sepa- 
rate disinterested entity,” he 
said. “AMPAL turns over the 
proceeds of its sale of bonds to 
the National Labor Committee 
for Palestine (American repre- 
sentative of Histadrut) which 
forwards it to .the Histadrut sub- 
Sidiaries in Israel,” he declared. 

Where It Goes 

“AMPAL’s bonds are to be re- 
deemed by future Histadrut or 
Gewirkshaften or National Labor 
Committee for Palestine Appeals 
in America. Finally, AMPAL’s 
funds in Israel are not to be em- 
ployed for the general use of 
Israel’s citizens. The Histadrut 
is in the control of a_ political 
party.” 

Though conceding “there is 
nothing wrong, nothing evil in 
such a setup,” Leibman assertd 
that “most American Jews 
don’t know all the facts—most 
American Jews are not labor 
Zionists or socialist disciples.” 

He said that the United Jew- 

ish Appeal should be the pri- 
mary fund raising agency for 
Jewish overseas charity and, if 
not that, then“economic and char: 
itable class appeals should be 
subject to some supervision and 
clarification.”

Both McWilliams and Dr. Pet- 
egorsky, in exclusive interviews 
with The Post (Dec. 17, Dec. 31) 
severely criticized Lesser for the 
article. McWilliams called the 
article “stupid” and utterly with- 
out foundation. Dr. Petegorsky 
accused Lesser of a “shabby 
propaganda trick.” 

Lesser had charged that the 
American Jewish Committee and 
the Congress were in agreement 
with the thesis presented in Mc- 
William’s book on anti-Smitism, 
“A Mask for Privilege.” 

He contended in the article 
that McWilliams’ book matched 
the hate-fighting line of the Com- 
munist party and that by ap- 
proving the book, the two Jewish 
defense agencies were in effect 
following the Communist party 
program for the eradication of 
anti-Semitism. 

Both McWilliams and Dr. Pet- 
egorsky blistered Lesser’s article 
and the MENORAH JOURNAL 
for printing it.

In accordance with your suggestion, I am summarizing here- 
with our conversations of recent date with regard to the Palestine 
situation, and the measures to be taken by His Majesty’s govern- 
ment to bring about consummation of our aims. 

We are in agreement, I take it, that occupation and full con- 
trol of the Negev by this government is imperative. Our engineers 
report that the discovery of rich oil deposits on the Sinai Peninsula 
are an almost positive guarantee that these fields extend well into 
the Negeyin perhaps greater volume. 

As you recognize, however, conquest of the Negev by Egypt 
would: prove most embarrassing to us. Our relations with Egypt 
are not of the best, and the Sudan issue, when brought to a head 
soon, will doubtless result in even further deterioration of these 
relations. It is necessary, therefore that Egypt be retired from 
this area. 

The suggestions made in our previous discussion have 
been successfully carried out, the necessary provocations have 
been skillfully manipulated, and the Israel Army is now en- 
gaged in fulfilling the mission which we, too, desire, the elim- 
ination of Egypt. I have seen to it that Syria, Iraq and Trans- 
Jordan will be restrained during this period, so that there can 
be no possibility of Israel’s failure to achieve the desired end. 

Your warning that our action thereafter must be prompt is 
very much in place. Israeli troops must not be permitted to con- 
solidate their positions. The following steps must therefore be 
taken: 


1. The moment Israeli victory seems assured, and Egyptian 
defeat is in sight, we must initiate the necessary propaganda steps 
which will pave the way for legal intervention on our part. 

2. It is obvious that the Arab troops, even of the combined 
League countries, can not hold Palestine against Israel, and re- 
grettable though this may be, our forces must be engaged. 

3. On the basis of our treaties with both Egypt and Trans- 
Jordan, we are obliged to come to the aid of those two countries 
the moment either of them is attacked or invaded. 

4. Preliminary reports of border raids by Israeli troops, con- 
stituting violation of the two countries, will be circulated with ever- 
increasing frequency. 

5. In the meantime, units of the British fleet now on duty off 
Malta have been alerted for action. Shock troops are prepared to 
be embarked from Tripolitania where amphibious operations have 
been practiced on a coast similar to that of Israel’s. 

6. A sizeable detachment is being landed at the Trans-Jordan 
port of Aquaba, and an entire fleet of air transports has been 
readied to move men into other strategic positions. 

7. As you advised the troops will be accompanied by our 
heaviest armored units. One hundred thousand men can be put into 
position within four days. 

8. We face one danger in that Egypt, aware of our desire to 
see her crushed, may capitulate before all our preparations have 
been completed, and the propaganda of justification for our actions 
properly spread. This is a chance we must take. 

9. I am glad you agree with me that tender sentiments or fancy 
morals have no place in our plans. The Dutch have see the pattern. 
When we strike, it must be with the entire power at our command. 


4 I assure you that our 100,000 men can take all of Palestine in less 
y than a week. Tel Aviv must be utterly razed, and this act can be 
f] justified on the grounds of “bitter resistance” and house-to-house 


fighting. ; 

10. Every Jewish leader captured must be interned in an entire 
group at Acre, and I shall discuss with you later my plan for the 
blowing up of the whole jail full of Jews, and placing the blame on 
Jewish extremists. 

11. The.Dutch have proven in Indonesia that if one strikes hard 
and fast and devastatingly, the world and the U.N. will be too par- 
alyzed to act until it is too late and the deed is done. 

12. The United States will protest and bluster, but our publica- 
tion of the evidence of communist intrigues which we shall “find” 
upon our invasion will quickly win for us the support of a respon- 
sible part of American public opinion. Jewish protesters will then 
be placed in the position of defending communist plotting and es- 
pionage, and I can assure you mdst of them will quickly beceme less 
vociferous at that point. 

That is our plan. It is simple, logical, well organized.. Our ma- 
chinery is already in operation.

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El Paso BB Lodge Sponsors Negro Nursery 
In Unique Example Of Joint Minority Effort

PASO, Tex.—(NJP)—-A lesson in 
practical aid by one minority group to another 
was given to America this week by El Paso’s 
B’nai B’rith Lodge 509 in sponsoring the 
McCall Nursery for Negro children, the first 
of its kind in the South. 


El Paso, like other cities along the Mex-_ 


ican border, has no Negro problem as such, 
for the basic reason that Negroes cannot com- 
pete economically with the native Mexican pop- 
ulation. 

But Texas is bound ethnically with its 
neighboring deep south. Texas laws bar com- 
petition between Negro and white in athletic 
events and enforce segregation in schools, pub- 
lic places, wash rooms and transportation. 

In theface of this social ban, the local 
B'nai B’rith, with a membership of 400 out 
of an El Paso Jewish population of about 
5,000, agreed unanimously to give mater- 
ial aid to the nursery. 

The McCall] Nursery was sponsored by 
Negroes themselves, on land belonging to the 
school board and partially occupied by the 


munity was pledged to raise half the building 
fund, the balance to be supplied by the school 
board. But long before the building was fin- 
ished, it was clear that rising construction 
costs would eat up all the funds and leave 
nothing for furnishings. 

At this point, Louis Pfeffer, past BB lodge 
president, and member of the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America, learned of the situation 
that threatened to prevent opening of the nur- 
sery, planned for small children of working 
Negro parents. 

His proposal to make the nursery a ma- 
jor project of the lodge was adopted with- 
out opposition. An immediate plédge of 
$440 was made to furnish the diningroom 
and future aid was pledged for an indefi- 
nite period. 

Included in future needs are a swimming 
pool which would be the first available to Ne- 
gro youngsters in El Paso, playground equip- 
ment and more Nursery buildings. The insti- 
tution now cares for 90 children. 

No member of the lodge raised the ques- 
tion whether aiding the Negro, in the south, 
might be bad publicity for B’nai B’rith or the 
Jewish community.

RUSS HOLD LEADER OF SOVIET JEWS; 
PRESS SMEARING GOLDA MYERSON 


NEW YORK—(WNS)—Itzik Pfeffer, leader of Soviet Jewry 
and head of the dissolved Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in 
Moscow, was held in custody ten days by Soviet police who 
raided the offices of the organization, according to a report re- 
ceived by the Jewish Morning Journal, Yiddish daily, from its 


Vienna correspondent. 


According to the correspondent, David Mermel, these and 
other details were given him by a Jewish officer of the Red 
Army who recently arrived in Vienna from Moscow. The officer, 
he relates, told him that on December 4, Russian secret police 
raided the offices of the Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee, confis- 
cated its belongings, ordered it to become dissolved and closed 
down its publication, Einigkeit, the only Yiddish-language paper 


published in Soviet Russia. 


The action was taken, according to the officer, because of 


the alleged opposition displayed 


by the Committee against the 


new anti-Israel policy of the Soviet Government. The official 
Soviet press, the officer stated, has recently been conducting a 
campaign against the Israeli Government, and particularly 
against Golda Myerson, Israeli Ambassador to Moscow, who was 
accused of conducting a nationalistic campaign among Russian 
Jews and thereby hampering the movement to settle Jews in 


Biro-Bidjan.

Employment Commission 


has handled a total of 445 complaints since it was established two 
years ago without once finding it necessary to resort to court action.

of discriminatory practices based 
upon individual and group preju- 
dices could be accomplished most 
effectively by reason instead of 
force.”

The entire issue is scheduled to 
get a complete airing at the 19th 
General Assembly of the CJFWF 
in Philadglphia next week. ‘ 

HIAS and the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee, UJA agency for 





aiding overseas Jewry, have been 
duvlicating work in that field, 
HIAS and the United Service for 
New Americans, UJA agency for 
aid to arriving immigrants, also 
duplicate work. 

Moses A. Leavitt, JDC execu- 
tive director, reported recently 
an agreement for merger in some 
respects of overseas services and 
efforts to work out a similar mer. 
ger in HIAS and USNA work also 
are reportedly underway.

TRIP AROUND THE CIRCLE: 
A DRAMA IN THREE ACTS 


By HELEN COHEN 

HE first act of this drama took place some time ago when I 

was on a sisterhood program describing the three divisions 
in Judaism. My part was the Reform wing and in searching my 
topic I became so enthusiastic that the other ladies who were 
working out the etme: with me, had to hoid 
me down. 

“But Reform Judaism is just what enlightened 
people are looking for,’ I would insist. ‘“‘The found. 
ers felt that when the Jews came out of their 
ghettos after the French Revolution, it was time 
to throw off outdated or meaningless customs and 
beliefs. They wanted to adjust Judaism to present 
day life—and some of their reforms even include 
our attitude toward women.” 

“We know, Helen,” they kept answering, “that 
their founders may have had good intentions but it hasn’t worked 
out, They threw out too much. They’ve thrown away the color and 
the warmth with all the rest.” 

But I was so overjoyed at having found a form of Judaism that 
appealed to my reason that I’m afraid their arguments didn’t im- 
press me very deeply. 








i 
THE SECOND ACT, A FEW MONTHS later, finds~me talking to 
our Conservative rabbi. 

“Well, I realize now,” I told him, “it may be just what adults 
need with its stress on the moral teachings of our prophets. (What 
doth the Lord require of thee but to do justly, to love mercy and 
to walk humbly with thy God? Micah 7:8. But let judgement run 
down as the waters and righteousness as a mighty stream. Amos 
5:24). 

“But children of five and six can’t appreciate such abstract 
ideals. They need something more concrete to hold on to. And 
that’s where the color and the warmth come in. The candles 
and ceremony at the Sabbath Eve meal, for instance. Or the 
many absorbing stories of the Bible—Samson, Joseph, David 
and Goliath, Jonah and the whale. And all the to-do about 
Pesach. And the whirling of the groggers when Haman’s name 
is mentioned. And the Succah covered with fruit. 

“Yes, that’s what Isaac Meyer Wise neglected to take into ac- 
eount—that man does not come into the world a full-blown adult.” 

At this time we wish to explain that Reform lé&ders themselves 
have come to the same conclusion. In 1938 at the annual convention, 
its rabbinical body voted to reinstate these discarded ways and 
more. They realized their error and for the past 10 years, many 
Reform rabbis have made an effort to recapture that color and 
warmth. 

And we not only should praise them for their effort but also 
should not criticize too harshly their first decision made only 
with their minds. If you noticed; doctors now admit they reasoned 
only with their minds when they insisted on rigid four-hour feeding 
schedules for infants. They too are now trying to rectify their 
wrong. And we don’t censure them for thcir previous mistaken an- 
alsyis. 

But the success of the Reform project must still be con- 
sidered as hanging precariously in the balance. The rabbis 
have been able to bring back some forms and practices into 
the temple, but the home—which is of equal importance—is a 
battleground of its own. 

We know that the trend in the Orthodox and Conservative 
homes has been a sloughing off of traditional practices each suc- 
ceeding generation. If this is true in homes where the tradition 
has been continuous, how much more herculean a task is it to per- 
suade families who three generations ago discarded them as super- 
fluous to once again resume their observance? 


AND NOW COMES THE am ACT and grand finale. 

Because it has been difficult to attend Friday night services, 
I’ve made a special effort to go Saturday morning with the children 
to the Family (Junior) Service. Geared for a youthful congregation, 
this service is brisk and fast-paced with much reading and singing 
together. 

And guess what? Lean over closer so I won’t have to speak 
so loud—I’m a little embarrassed. I’ve fallen in love with most 
of the melodies, particularly those connected with the taking 
out of the Torah, and each week I look forward to Saturday, 
when I can pray and sing before the Lord. 

And when I attend Reform services, which still appeal4o my 
head, my heart misses the lovely Hebrew melodies.

OME time ago this department presented detailed instructions 
on preparing hors d’oeuvres. Recently, Earl Wilson’s column 
carried a report that Mrs. J. Russell, an elderly widow, used to earn 
her livelihood by selling these delicacies and now teaches others the 
art at $250 per course. The report is noted here just to let readers 
know the value of the information in this corner. 

Here are some extra pointers on the subject. Those hors 
d’oeuvres which are a mixture spread on bread are called canapes. 
This week are presented a few canape mixtures which may be used 
as sandwich spreads. 

FLAVORED BUTTER SPREADS 

Flavored butter spreads are prepared from butter softened and 
blended. with other ingredients chopped very fine or mashed to a 
paste: as Chili Butter, Horseradish Butter, Mustard Butter, Olive 
Butter, Parsley Butter, Pimento Butter, Sardine Butter, Watercress 
Butter, and others. If desired, they may be seasoned with lemon 
juice, onion juice or any pungent sauce. Practically anything edible 
may be combined with butter to make a flavored butter spread, pro- 
viding it is first chopped very fine or mashed to a paste. 

GREEN PEPPER BUTTER 
Boil the shells of 3 or 4 green peppers until soft, chop shells fine 
and rub through a sieve. Blend with % cup softened butter. 

SMOKED SALMON BUTTER 
Put smoked salmon through the food chopper, blend with an equa) 
quantity of softened butter. Add lemon and onion juice to taste. 

KOSHER CAVIAR MIXTURE 
Caviar is strictly speaking the prepared roe of the sturgeon, which 
is said to be the most delicate of all fish roes. Although this caviar 
is not kosher, a delicious kosher caviar may be made from the roe 


; Of any kosher fish, especially from that of the mackerel. The roe 


of male fish is sometimes called Milt. It is prepared in the same 
way as the roe of female fish. The milt of salmon has a blue vein 
running through it, and this should be removed before cooking. Roe 
is available only in the spring during the spawning season. 
Simmer roe for 10 to 15 minutes in salted, acidulated water (2 

teaspoons vinegar to 1 pint water). Drain, plunge into cold water, 
and drain again. Pick off the membrane in which roe is enclosed, 
and beat roe apart. Mash thoroughly, add 2 to 3 teaspoons salt to 
each cup of roe, and beat together well. Let stand in refrigerator a 
day or longer. Season with lemon and onion juice before using, or 
prepare according to the following recipe: 

1 cup cooked roe 2 tablespoons chopped stuffed 

2 to 3 tablespoons mayonnaise olives of chopped pickles 
Beat together the roe and mayonnaise, add chopped olives or pickles, 
and mix thoroughly.

Recipe of the Week 

I have tried a number of your recipes and enjoy them very . 
much. I would like to contribute one of my own recipes. 

Put a four pound tongue into the following brine for about a 
week: one-half cup coarse salt, one tablespoon mixed pickling spices, 
two or three large cloves of garlic, crushed, one tablespoon sugar, 
one teaspoonful of saltpeter. 

Put the tongue into a pyrex or earthenware dish. Put in all 
the ingredients and cover with cold water. Put a small weight over 
the tongue. 

When ready, boil tongue until tender and skin. Use part of it 
Sliced for sandwiches. For the rest make a sauce of one onion 
browned in a little chicken fat, a diced green pepper, a half cup of 
celery, either tomato juice or puree, a little water and salt and 
pepper to taste. 

Simmer saucé for a few minutes add sliced tongue and simmer 
until well blended.

Judaism Clarifies Stand On Jesus 


S AN indication of the strengthening Jew- 

ish attitude towards Christ, which even 

so recently as a few years ago in Jewish circles 

tended towards accepting the Saviour as a great 

Jew, if not the greatest, the following reprint 

from the Chicago Sun-Times of Dec. 25 is in- 

teresting. The newspaper had asked Dr. Louis 

L. Mann for a message which might lead to 

better understanding of two great faiths at the 
Christmas season. 

It should be pointed out here that although 
the article is divided into two sections the 10 
points in section two could just as appropriately 
be listed under “What Christianity Owes to Ju- 
daism”; in other words Dr. Mann, i seems to 
this paper, thinks that Christinanity owes al- 
most everything to Judaism and he was hard 
put to it to find something that Judaism owes 
to Christianity. 

2 

In Friday’s church pages The Sun-Times pub- 
lished Christmas messages from the city’s Chris- 
tion leaders. It seems wise also to ask a relig- 
ious leader who is not of the Christian faith to 
explain what Christmas means to him. 

1, What Christianity Owes to Judaism 

1. As Judaism is the mother religion, and both 
Christianity and Mohammedanism are daugh- 
ter religions, Christianity owes Judaism filial 
respect. 

2. Christianity is indebted to Judaism for a 
classic literature revealing an historic experi- 
ence fraught with ethical significance. The New 
Testament was written by Jews, and the origin 
of practically every word can be traced to either 
the Old Testament or the Talmud. 

3. The central figure in Christianity is a Jew. 
Christianity is a combination of the religion of 
Jesus and the religion about Jesus. 

4. Christianity is indebted to Judaism for most 
of its ritual. The hymns of the church were 
based upon Jewish Psalms. The ethical admoni- 
tion and responsive readings were taken largeby 
from Proverbs, Ecclesiastes and Job. 

5. Christianity is indebted to Judaism for its 
passion for social justice and social salvation. 
The early Christian church emphasized individ- 
ual salvation. 

6. Christianity is indebted to the literature of 
Judaism for the Parables of Jesus, a most ef- 
fective pedagogical techniqpe. 

7. Christianity is indebted to Judaism for its 
God concept—the Fatherhood of God in and 
through and because of the brotherhood of man. 

8. Christianity is indebted ot Judaism for its 
concept of resurrection, which in modern times 
has evolved largely to a faith in immortality.

5. Judaism is indebted to Christianity for 
making more widely known the doctrine of re- 
demptive love as found in Jewish teachings and 
as exemplified in the work of the Salvation 
Army. 

6.Judaism is indebted to Christianity for its 
simplification, and therefore the more extensive 
education of humanity, in the fundamentals of 
religion. 

7. Judaism is indebted to Christianity for its 
counsel of perfection, not perfectionism, but a 
methodology of human improvement.

The arbitrary, 
artificial, man-made distinctions between man 
and man cannot and dare not be allowed to ob- 
literate the God-made resemblances. ‘Have we 
not all one Father?’”

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DR. KAPLAN SAYS HE DID NOT 
PROPOSE HEGEMONY FOR JWB 


@ Editor, National Post: 

In your issue of December 31, 
you comment on an article of 
mine that appeared in The Recon- 
structionist and criticise me for, 
as you allege, proposing that “the 
community center under the di- 
rection of the Jewish Welfare 
Board should be the agency which 
will bring about the communal 
unity in this country.” 

I am certain that you did not de- 
liberately misrepresent my views, 
but, if you will take the trouble 
to re-read my article more care- 
fully, you will find that nowhere 
does it make such a proposal. 

What I actually proposed was 
—and I quote from my article, 
that “The Jewish Welfare Board 
be enlarged so that it become the 
instrument for the establishment 
of Jewish communities through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
land.” That does not give the 
Jewish Community Center any 
hegemony whatsoever over other 
institutions in the community. It 
certainly does not even remotely 
suggest that the local synagogues 
“merge into the centers.” In ask- 
ing the Jewish Welfare Board to 
take the initiative in establishing 
the locai Jewish community, I en- 
visaged no “primacy” of the cen- 
ter or of any other local organiza- 
tion or institution. To represent 
me as subordinating the synago- 
gue to the center ignores com- 
pletely the following important 
passage in my article: 

“Where shall the beginning 
be made toward organic Jewish 
unity? . .. Logically it should 
be the synagogue, for the syna- 
gogue is the institution that 
represents the self-conscious- 
ness of the Jewish people. 

“Psychologically, however, that 
is at _— acs ease because 


the synagague is divided in its 
own mind, and its influence is at 
present divisive. In time it may 
regain the spiritual hegemany 
that normally belongs to it.” 
Your misunderstanding of my 
remarks no doubt arises from the 
difficulty of envisaging problems 
in other than the conventional 
ters in which the public is accus- 
tomed to think of them. In all dis- 
cussions of community organiza- 
tions, the fact that certain insti- 
tutions are housed in separate 
buildings makes us think of them 
as completely independent enti- 
ties which we are trying to bring 
together. That immediately raises 
in people’s minds the question of 
priority of claims and authority. 
If we are ever to have a genu- 
ine Jewish community, we must 
learn to think not in terms of in- 
stitutional entities but of the per- 
sonal needs of Jews and the func- 
tions of the Jewish community in 
serving these needs. These func- 
tions, apart from philanthropy, 
which are already organized on a 
communal scale and of the com- 
munity’s share in nation-wide and 
world-wide Jewish movements, 
are religion, education, and rec- 
reation, and my proposal was 
that the synagogues, the schools 
and the centers represent respect- 
ively these functions. My 
grounds for proposing that the 
Jewish Welfare Board take the in- 
itiative in this next step in com- 
munity organization was clearly 
based on the experience of the 
Jewish Welfare Board in uniting 
diverse elements in Judaism for 
common action in the areas men- 
tioned. The question of primacy 
or hegemony are not at all in- 
volved.

NEW HAVEN OFF ICIAL CLARIFIES 
REPORT ON BAS TORAH PROGRAM 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Several regretable errors have 
appeared in an article in your 
December 10 issue entitled “New 
Haven Orthodox Rabbinate ap- 
proves Bas Mitzvah program.” 
Since my name was mentioned 
in connection with this matter, 
I will appreciate your printing 
this correction. 


It is true that all Rabbis in 
this city have approved a syna- 
gogue ceremony for girls reach- 
ing the age of thirteen, provided 
they have at least the minimum 
training ‘required of boys who 
are candidates for the Bar Mitz- 
vah ceremony. It is also true 
that a uniform ritual is in the 
process of creation. Most of the 
other statements in the article 
are incorrect. 


The ceremony as it was ap- 
proved by the Orthodox Rabbis, 
which incidentally occurred not 
last week but last year, and goes 
in effect this School Year, is 
called Bas Torah. Some Con- 
gregations in this city will, of 
course, call it Bas Mitzvah. No 
ritual has as yet been developed 
and the information concerning 
ritual and the presentation of 
candlesticks refers to a ceremony 
accepted by a local Conservative 
Congregation. It has nothing to 
do with the ceremony approved 
by the Orthodox Rabbis. 

The unanimous approval of the 
Orthodox Rabbis was given for 
a ceremony which shall not be 
held on the Sabbath or Yom Tov 
and which shall not include the 
calling of girls to the Torah. Nor 
was there approval of reading 
the Torah or Haftorah Blessings. 
The ceremony will shortly be 


developed and the Orthodox Rab- 
bis are to be commended for tak- 


ing this step which is expected 
to help considerably in increas- 
ing the number of girls attend- 
ing our Religious Schools.

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Rabbi Blasts N. U. Alumni Group 
For Silence On Bias, Resigns

CHICAGO—A Chicago rabbi, a graduate of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, explained this week that he was ending his association with 
the school’s alumni group because of the “unsavory role which this 
great educational institution seems to be playing with reference to 
minority racial and religious groups.” 


In a letter to the alumni associ- 
ation, Rabbi Sidney J. Jacobs, reg- 
istar of the College of Jewish 
Studies, sought the “view which 
the association” takes toward the 
school’s “discriminatory tactics.” 

He said the issue was brought 
to a head in an incident involving 
Mrs. Ruth McCarn, counselor of 
women at the university whose 
resignation last July turned out 
to be involuntary. 

A determined staff of the 
Northwestern student newspa- 
per investigated the “leave of 
absence” despite official assur- 
ances that no “racial or relig- 
ious issues were involved.” 

The investigation moved Mrs. 
McCarn to end her silence and she 
said that “unless the university 
now gives another explanation, it 
may be assumed I was ousted as 
a result of my activities in behalf 
of minority groups.” 

University officials declined to 
make any comment on the issue. 

The Jacobs’ letter also referred 
to a recent survey of the Chicago 
Council on Social and Religious 
Discrimination which listed 
Northwestern as one of the Chi-

cago area colleges which ask dis- 
criminatory questions on entrance 
application blanks. 

“Much to my dismay, North- 
western University responded to 
the charges made in the survey 
by denying that the questions 
were a basis for discrimination,” 
Rabbi Jacobs wrote. 

Takes Some Time 

The letter was released publicly 
six weeks after it was sent to Dr, 
George W. Teuscher, president of 
the alumni assiciation. Jacobs 
said that there had been no at- 
tempt by the association to meet 
the request of the letter for an 
explanation of the association’s 
views on the issue. 

Teuscher told The Post that 
the matter was one for the exe- 
entive board, that it had not 
met since early in November 
and that he planned to present 
the matter at the board’s Janu- 
ary meeting. 


He said the alumni association 
was firmly opposed to discrimin- 
ation and that he doubted it was 
involved in the McCarn case,

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First National Torah Tour Will Bring-Orthodoxy 
To Smaller Jewish Centers, Says Rabbinical Council 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—A bid to promote the 
elements of Orthodox Judaism not only to 
major Jewish centers but to smaller Jewish 
groupings in rural areas will be launched by 
the Rabbinical Council of America in a national 
Torah-Tour, it was announced this week. 

The tour, believed to be the first of its kind 
in American Judaism, will be started at the mid- 
winter conference of the Rabbinical Council 
which will be held Jan. 26 in Philadelphia. 

Rabbi Israel Tabak, president of the Rab- 
binical Council, said delegations consisting of 
two rabbis and a layman will visit rural com- 
munities as well as large Jewish centers to 
present symposia on the principles of Ortho- 


dox Judaism. 


“It is the purpose of this national Torah-Tour 
to put Orthodoxy on the march and to convey 
to the smaller Jewish communities throughout 
the land that the full colorful Jewish life of 
when properly understood, 
in every Jewish community, 
smaller rural districts as well as in the large

Jewish centers,” he said. 


Rabbi Emanuel Rackman of Congregation 
Shaaray Tefila, Far Rockaway, N. Y., and 
Rabbi Simon A. Dolgin of Beth Jacob West 
Adams Hebrew Congregation, Los Angeles, 
are co-chairmen of the tour committee. 

Rabbi Tabak said they had arranged for dif- 
ferent delegations of rabbis to tour the eastern 

and western states of the U. S. simultaneously, 
so that they will ultimately meet in Chicago 
where the tour will be wound up. 

The first eastern state to be visited will be 
Pennsylvania. The first section of the western 
tour will cover communities in California, Ore- 
gon and Washington. 

The tour is being sponsored by Yeshiva Uni- 
versity, the Hebrew Theological College of Chi- 
cago, the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congrega- 
tions of America and the Rabbinical Council. 


The Rabbinical Council is made up of younger 
Orthodox rabbis whose practice is generally 
called Neo-Orthodoxy, with English sermons, 
late Friday evening services and other modifi- 
cations of traditional Orthodox practices.

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Israeli Refuse To Get Scared 





Britain’s Moves Against Israel 
Aren't Getting Hoped-For Results 


LAK® SUCCESS—-Great Britain’s triple-threat bid to scare the 
Israeli, blackmail the United Nations into sanctions against Israel 
and stop the scheduled peace talks between Egypt and the Jewish 
State moved toward an unpredictable climax this week. 


The key to the maneuvers was the Israeli shooting down of five 


British planes just before the 
latest UN Security Council cease 
fire order went into effect. 

The planes appeared at the bor- 
der and the Israeli, without both- 
ering to wait for a burst of shoot- 
ing to learn what the planes 
were up to, shot them down. 

The incident was tailor-made 
for agressive British moves and 
the British immediately began 
motions and threats offij.ally, 
while issuing quiet reassurances 
through “reliable sources.” 

The reaction from the various 
targets was immediate. 

Israeli Don’t Scare 

The Israeli rejected two pro 
test notes because they were 
addressed to “Jewish authorities 
in Tel Aviv’ and not to the Gov- 
ernment of Irael. They also an- 
nounced that the planes were 
over Israeli territory and had no 
business in that area in any case. 

The Israeli also announced 
they would file a formal protest 
before the Security Council 
against British dispatch of troops 
to Aqaba, the Red Sea port in 
Transjordan. 

Dr. Ralph Bunche first 
pleaded then warned the Brit- 
ish not to upset the scheduled 
Israeli-Egyptian armistice 
talks. The UN mediator warned 
the British that the cease-fire 
applied to them, too. 

It was impossible to tell at 
mid-week whether the British 
hope of stalling the armistice 
talks—whith were certain to 
start a parade of peace-seekers 
among the other Arab states 
without benefit from or to Eng- 
jand—would succeed. 

U. S. Doesn’t Bite 

The response from the United 
States also was less than the Brit- 
ish had hoped for. The U. S. asked 
Britain to regard the shooting 
down of the planes as a “regret- 
table incident” and nothing more. 

There was no indication at mid- 
week that the U. S. would give 
support to any of the British 
aims. President Truman was 
report in constant communi- 
cation with James {cDon- 
ald, head of the special U. S. 
mission to Israel. 

The US. also joined Trigvie 
Lie, secretary-general of the UN, 
in a plea to both Israel and Eng- 
land to keep their quarrel out of 
the UN. Lie was obviously wor-

To all speculation about the 
ship movements, the British 
Admiralty insisted the shifts 
were “routine” and they had 
no relationshinp to develope- 
ments in Palestine. 

The Israeli said they were pre 
pared to prove that British arms 
deliveries to the Arabs’ had 
amounted to $200,000,000 during 
the past few months, 

They said that the latest ship 
ment included a large numbe1 
of latest design jet fighters, and 
30Mosquito bombers. 

The Israeli said Britain had 
shipped Stirling bombers and 
turned over to the Egyptian 
500,000 gallons of aviation gas 
line and three modern mine 
sweepers. 

They said British troops are 
no longer confined to the

Future Is Labor 

“The holiness of labor, central 
theme of the prophets, shall not 
be brought about by sacrifice of 
the many to the few,” he told his 
Chicago Labor Zionist audience. 
“The future of the country lies 
in a labor Israel.” 

He suggested a strong LZOA 
eould help preveent the “sti- 
fling of labor sentiment by ex- 
treme right or left,’ and sug- 
gested that LZOA should seek 
new members in the Jewish 
trade unions and in dissatis- 
fied ZOA mambers. 

Rabbi Heller was not too spe- 
cific in his public speech.

There is no likeli- 
hood of creation of a new party 
along the lines explained in The 
National Jewish Post.” 

Rabbi Brickner proposed a 
new party for liberals opposed 
to the “right wing” ZOA but who 
eould not accept the social’st pro- 


gram of LZOA in a call issued 
through The Post Dec. 24, 1948.

Cyprus Court Stalls 
On Raling on Jews

NICOSIA (JTA)—The Cyprus 


Supreme Court this week end re- 
served judgment following the 
conclusion of hearings initiated by 
interned Jewish refugees of mili- 
tary age to force the British to 
permit them to proceed to Israel. 
The decision in the habeas corpus 
proceedings is expected within the 
next two weeks. 

Final arguments by the attor- 
ney for the Jews were heard when 
counsel produced documents prov- 
ing that the internees had been 
detained not under the Cyprus 
law, but under the British deten- 
tion orders. The attorney for the 
internees concluded with a repeti- 
tion of his major thesis, namely 
that the Jews were being held by 
the British solely to prevent their 
possible joining of the Israeli ar- 
my and not for violation of the 
Cyprus illegal immigration law.

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Jewish Social Agencies Rapped 
For Refusal To Parley With CIO

PHILADELPHIA (NJP)-——-The month-old labor dispute between 
a CIO union and three agencies of the Federation of Jewish Charities 
drew the attention this week of the Board of Rabbis, the Philadelphia 
Labor Zionist Organization and the Philadelphia Industrial Union 


Council, CIO. 

Rabbi Meir Lasker of Temple 
Judea, president of the Board of 
Rabbis, told The Post that he will 
try to act as mediator to end the 
dispute before it “gets out of 
hand” and into the eyes of the 
general public. 

The Philadelphia LZOA. report 
ing on an independent investiga- 

tioon, told The Post that the 
Federation has deliberately 
dodged meeting with the 60 
workers, members of local 2 
of the CIO United Office and 
Professional Workers Union. 

The dispute first reached public 
notice when the workers picketed 
the annual meetings of the Feder- 
ation and the Allied Jewish Ap- 
peal. They then called a half-day 
work stoppage and finally sched- 
uled a full-day walkout as the 
Jewish agencies continued their 
refusal to negotiate demands for 
higher pay and union recognition. 

Workers have asserted they will 
carry out a complete strike if nec- 
essary to win their demands. 

Albert Judelle, regional LZOA 
director, told The Post that as a 
last resort it urged bringing the 
story to the local Jewish commu- 
nity where pressure could be 
brought to bear to end the dis- 
pute. 

The Labor Zionists will issue a 
statement this week suggesting 
that the Federation negotiate with 
the union and that at least one 
member of the staff of each or- 
ganization be placed on the 
board of directors. 

Judelle said his investigators 
met with two board chairmen but 
the third refused to attend a meet- 
ing and also refused any informa- 
tion. Involved are the Employ- 
ment and Vocational Bureau, the

Association for Jewish Children 
and the Jewish Family Society. 

Judelle said it was against the 
traditionally liberal Jewish atti 
tude for the Federation and the 
three agencies to refuse to nego- 
tiate. 

He warned that if the dispute 
isn’t settled by the time the 1949 
Allied Jewish Appeal drive gets 
under way, the money his group 
and affiliated organizations 
raise for the campaign will be 
held in a trust fund until the dis- 
pute is settled. 

A one-day work stoppage sched- 
uled for last week was postponed 
until this week. 

Cecil Bragge, president of the 
CIO Council, wrote to the three 
agencies, the Federation and the 
Community Chest, with which the 
Federation is affiliated, urging 
speedy settlement. 

He said it would be difficult for 
his group to tell the 100,000 trade 
union members it represents, that 
part of the Community Chest re- 
fuses to “deal with their employes 
in the customary manner.” 

The American Jewish Congress 
at a city-wide convention Sunday 
passed a resolution recognizing 
the need for Jewish service agen- 
cies to deal with bona fide unions. 

A spokesman for the Federa- 
tion told The Post that his or- 
ganization had no comment to 
make and that the dispute was 
up to the member agencies. 

Tillman Cahn, board chairman 
of the Employment and Vocation- 
al Bureau, told The Post he had 
not been informed of the sched- 
uled one-day walkout and had no 
other commment. 
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
